In order to protect members of the group and thalr cover, an organisation 
n» formed for their protection • this protective element had the task of 
plac in g ehoeen workers in sir Ilian, military, and governmental offices 
tfiere they could be warned in advance of ary danger as well ae be In a 
position to stu$r various trends, the Cmmraoist Party sad organisations 
had a high priority in this penetration schem* The faot that the group 
has remained unscathed testifies to the wisdom of this scheme. 

TUUiR (see Projects /114 and /lx 6) during his too trips to Rumania In 
19t7 and 44 established oontsst with this group through its leaders. Rhile 
be was back in the west between those tripe, he was able to get a clear 
picture af this group from emigrant groups with which he talked, there can 
he mo doubt that it is a group of lueenlan patriots cutting as rose all party 
groups ( nf lea emeledod) who hove Joined foroee to present a united front 
against Communism. Re wee ale© able to prove to hie satisfaction that *llle 
this group does have political o on tact with an emigrant group. It dose not 
have any Intelligence contact with It. Aiy other intelligence contacts were 
denied, end no trace wae found of them. (The Rational Exile Group with which 
they are in political contact le not described.) 

TBJJAM wee told by the leaders of the group while on hie eecond trip to 
finmsnlt in 1944 that they were ready to rat at bis disposal members of their 
group who were among the protective elements developed for the safety of 
their entire membership. Their motive was the recognition that the 05 is 
the strongest power with which they can ally themselves in the common fight 
against Cnmmnnl 



T&iJAl trained TOCO and MARI, who in turn trained the sub-agents, ill 
people assigned to this intelligence work by the circle in Eiaaani a Immedi- 
ately oeame to have anything to do with the circle. TONIO and JUJU, ae 
soon as t heir organising is completed, will take no further active part 
In the intelligence collecting and forwarding aspect of the work, bet will
